They were Ju st half a mile aw ay and 
bud evidently discovered me. 
When n man rld^s for his life the 
greatest fear Is in overdoing the m at­ 
ter. 
I had been five years on the 
plains and had a pretty fair stock of 
nerve, and I rode to favor my horse. 
As the sun began to sink in the 
west they sought to shorten the d is­ 
tance t*etween us and bring me Into 
rifle shot, but a word to the mustang 
checkmated thin 
Had I been aide to keep the trail a ft­ 
er 3 o’clock I should have counted on 
finding the party by sundown, as we 
were getting over the ground at a rap­ 
id pace. but at about that hour I came 
to a rough, stony district, where the 
pr.ssuge of the horses had left no trail, 
and I went ahead at random, planning 
to keep my distance from the river. It 
was* to be a starlight night, and as 
soon p.s dusk cam e I urged my beast to 
n faster pace and liore more to the 
left.
